A TBIBF'S WORK. 


Cancelled Bank Notes Appear at tbe 
National Treasmy for Re- 
demption. 


WASHniGTON, Dec. 21.—One or more 
national bank notes, once redeemed, 
and cancelled and supposed to have 
been destroyed, have appeared a second 
time at the treasury department for re- 
demption. It has been found that a 
theft must have been committed by some 
person having the handling of such 
notes after their redemption by the de- 
partment. 


There was but one note and it was for 
I i20. 
I t had been accepted by the bank 
in Washington in the regular course of 
business and was sent to the treasurj 
for redemption. 
The National bank 
notes, when redeemed by the United 
States treasurer, are partially cancelled 
by cutting oflf the two lower comers and 
are transtened to the office of the comp- 
troller of currency, where 
they are 
punched ^ through the centre and then 
placed in a macerating machine for des- 
truction. 


After their cancell ttion, and before 
their destruction, they are committed to 
a special committee composed of repre- 
sentatives of the treasury, co®^troller, 
and of the bank by whom the notes were 
issued. 
This committee counts, veri- 
fies, notes, and superintends their de- 
struction. The notes in question had 
been properly cut and punched, but in 
some mysterious manner, escaped the 
macerating machine. 


It had been pieced with the other 
notes so as to resemble a complete note, 
but the work was done in such a loose, 
careless manner that the treasury offi- 
cials were surprised that its true char- 
acter had not been discovered before it 
came to them for second redemption. 
No other notes of the kind had been 
presented and it is not believed that 
there are any more in existence. 


TIIE i:.ONDON BÍ0RB01K. 


Another Wblte Cliapel Murder 
Committed in tlie fireat City. 


London, Dec. 21.—The body of a wo- 
man, name unknown, was found yester- 
day in the Streets Popular in the sub- 
urbs of London. An empty phial lay 
beside the body and the impression first 
was that the woman committed suicide. 
At the coroner's inquest to-day, how- 
ever, the physicians who examined the 
body testified there were no signs of 
poison in the stomach, and declared the 
belief that the woman had been murder- 
ed by strangulation. 


The condition of the body justified 
this belief, and in addition, there was a 
mark on the woman's neck which showed 
that a small cord had been tied tightly 
around it. 
The woman was of a low 
character. 
When the body was found it 
was still warm. 


It was lying in the open thoroughfare, 
and there is no possibility that the 
woman could have taken her own life. 
Some persons believe that her murderer 
is identical with the White Chapel 
fiend, who they think has adopted a new 
method of disposing of his victims.

The Old Kast Main Street Bridge 
Badly Bamayed by Fire. 


The wooden bridge across the Mau- 
mee river, at the junction of the St. Joe 
and St. Mary rivers, near the old fort 
site on East Main street, caught fire 
from an unknown cause at noon and the 
east half of the structure was badly 
burned before the firemen could subdue 
the flames. 


The brisk wind had a clean sweep at 
the blaze, and it is miraculous that a 
trace of the bridge is left. The fire was 
discovered by a boy, and seems to be of 
unknown origin, for the department was 
notified by the City Carriage works. 


The damage is such as to render travel 
over the bridge unsafe, as the roof, floor- 
ing and sides of the east half are cin- 
dered. 


It can be repaired, however, at a cost 
of $1,000 or upwards. 


The bridge was built by the county in 
1862, at a cost of $3,500, and is one of 
the land marks. 


The burning of this bridge has given 
rise to the demand for a bridge across 
the Maumee east of the Berghoff brew- 
ery.

THE DEADLY BOHER.

A Strong Sentiment Prevalent for 
' Chanire From Saturday to 
Sunday. 


In Hebrew circles there is in progress 
a very earnest discussion of the propo-^ 
sition to change their Sabbath 
Saturday to Sunday. 
That the move-

from the Hebrew Standard attests: 


There are certain facts which we are 
bound to recognize. 
These are that the 
business interests, the inexorable ne- 
cessity, which compels hundreds to 
labor on the Jewish Sabbath in order to 
support their families, have made the 
observance of the Sabbath the exception 
instead of the rule. 
Those you cannot 
preach to; Aey do not come to listen to 
you. You cannot argue with them, 
cause your words will not provide 
the 
bread 
which they and their 
families must have. 
There is no Jew- 
ish law forbidding worship on a Sun- 
day or any other day of the week or 
year. 
There has been no attempt made 
1» transfer, officially at least, the Jewish 
Sabbath to Sunday, though the first' 
been surrendered unofficially by hu 
dreds of men who delight in owning a 
pew in the most orthodox of synagogues. 
It is the unofficial transfer which stabs 
Judaism, and no action of the syna- 
gouge will avail against it. Our country 
does not stand alone in this. 
Every 
large city in Europe is in a similar 
plight, and before another century will 
have passed some action will have to be 
taken by leaders in Israel.

erected on this ground that istheadmlr- 
ation of strangers who yiaii it,, and a 
source of pride to tbe citizens of this 
place. 


The annual fee for memberiibip is $6 
and the income from this sonioe has 
been more than sufficient to defray 
oorrent expenses of jthe institution, and 
the membership ticket entitles the hold- 
er to the full enjoyment ot all the privi- 
leges of the home, with the single ex- 
ception above noted. The accommoda- 
tions are sufficient for the profitable use 
of a still larger number of young men, 
and in this time of holiday gift» there 
ore not many presents whi(^ an em- 
ployer or a parent could give to a young 
man that would yield more lasting 
pleasure and profit than a membership 
ticket in the Fort Wayne Y. M. C. A. 


TheBpecially religious work of the 
association consists in maintaùiing a 
well attended daUy noonday prayer 
meeting; a young men's meeting on 
Sabbath afternoon, the average attend- 
ance at whioh is fully one hundred, and 
a Sabbath 
school teachers' meeting 
which is held on Thursday evening and 
conducted in rotation by the pastors ot 
the 
English 
speaking 
Evangelical 
churches of the city. 
These services 
have been very profitable and have been 
the means of starting a goodly number 
of young men on the pathway to a bet- 
ter life. 


The large results thus obtained in so 
short a time have called for a large ex- 
penditure of energy, time and money 
on the part of the management. When 
the building was dedicated, on the 3d of 
last June, there was resting upon it an 
indebtedness of $3,000, which ought to 
be liquidated as soon as possible. Ar- 
rangements have been made for the ac- 
commodation of a library, but in the 
judgment of the managers it is best not 
to attempt to open it until this debt is 
provided for. It would be a most ex- 
cellent idea for a few of our good people 
to put their heads together, or their 
pocket-books, and make such a Christ- 
mas gift to the association that they can 
at once wipe out this debt and go on 
with their work with glad hearts. No 
one can measure the worth of such an 
institution as this to our city. Its clean, 
tasteful rooms, innocent pastimes and 
means of improvement, will lead many 
a young man to choose a higher ide.il in 
life and enable him to shun the haunts 
of sin and dissipation. 


Bank stock cannot yield dividends of 
this kind. New railroads would only 
lead from this city to others like it An 
investment here helps to clear up a 
highway for young men to a higher 
plane of living. We teust that where 
the pecuniary ability exists to help this 
worthy institution, the will may not be 
lacking to start it on a new and more 
prosperous year.

An interesting meeting of the W. G. 
T. U. was held yesterday afternoon in 
the parlors of the Y. M. C. A. The 
newly elected president, Mrs. Marie L. 
Holloway, delivered the following ad- 
dress: 
Ladies of tlie Fort Wayne W. C. T. U. 


Since you have seen fit to make me 
your presiding officer, will you kindly 
permit me, ere we take up the work be- 
fore us, to present some thoughts that 
may bring us more in sympathy with 
each other, and which may enable us to 
work more intelligently w d harmoni- 
ously than we otherwise might do. Be- 
ing almost an entire stranger to you all, 
time alone will tell whether your action 
in selecting me to fill this position has 
been wise or otherwise. It is with a 
professional sense of the responsibility 
resting upon me, that 1 accept it, and 
assure you that only by your earnest 
co-operation and assistance do I hope to 
discharge the duties connected there- 
with at all satisfactorily to myself, or 
with 
profit to the,union. I wish to 
thank you heartily ' for the confidence 
you 
seem 
to repose 
in me, 
and 
if 
earnest 
effort 
on my 
part can enable me to retain 
that confidence be assured that effort 
shall be made. Our work, as you know, 
is altogether an unselfish one, simply a 
labor of love, actuated, I trust, by the 
spirit of the master, "whose we are and 
whom we serve," and it, therefore, must 
preclude all spirit of criticism, remem- 
bering that no one of us is peiie«^^ and 
remembering also that each of us, in 
her zeal, or lack of it, is likely to do, or 
say, or leave undone or unsaid, some 
things t^at others will not approve of. 
Let me beg that we shall all manifest 
constantly a forbearing and forgiving 
spirit, not forgetting that it is much 
easier to use stinging sarcasm than it is 
to heal the lacerated feelings occasioned 
therel>y. I have not been able to learn 
why your former union lapsed into "in- 
nocuous desuetude," but if there have 
•been any heart-burnings or ill feelings 
engendered by anything that has trans- 
pired heretofore, I trust that all shall be» 
forgotten and that we .shall press for- 
ward toward the mark for the prize 
which awaits UK. 
The work at which 
we aim is the total annihilation of the 
liquor traffic. The prize is the joj-, and 
peace and untold happiness which shall 
come to the homes of this nation when 
our purpose is accomi)lished. 
And it 
will be accomplished, let us hope, in 
our tlay; but, 


II you and I to-day. 
Should slop ;uid hiy our lif« work dowu. 
And let our liarids fall where they will- 
Fall down to lie (lultf still— 
Some other hand would come, and stoop to ttnd 
The threads we carried, so that It should wind. 
Begiiiulnii where we slopped. 


And the work would goon. 
We must 
not be'impatient if we do not realize im- 
mediate results. 
The work we have 
undertaken is a formidable one, and will 
mjuire steady pei-severauce. 
There is 
neither time nor place for bickerings or 
faultiindiug with regard to methods, <fec. 
There is abundance of work in the 
different depai'tments of our union 
tt) engage the heart, and mind, and 
hands, and feet of every 
Christian 
woman in Fort Wayne, and I could 
wish that every Christian woman in the 
city would open her eyes to the magni- 
tude and impoi-tance of this temjJerance 
work. 


As we take up the different lines, let 
us do it with the understanding that this 
drink devil has its grasp upon the 
throat of every department of labor and 
society. 
We must therefore study how 
best to defeat it, and we should te able 
to give a reason for every step we take, 
that we may the better win helpers to 
our cause. 


Why shall we teach the children the 
evils of and connected with the drink 
habit and traffic? 
Because, forsooth, 
they are to be tl\|i future men and 
women of our land^ 
In the words of 
another, "All the criminals of the future 
are children now—the anarchists, the 
men who may throw i-ailroad trains oft" 
the 
track, 
or 
put 
dynamite 
under 
our churches, 
or 
bum 
half 
a 
city 
some 
night." 
Again, "all the governors and legisla- 
tors and presidents of the future are 
children now, shall we train them in 
thoughts and habits of temperance or 
uoiV 
And what is here said pertains to 
scientific 
instruction' regarding alco- 
holics and narcotics and Sunday school 
temperance work, as well as to the spec- 
ial juvenile depariment. 
Then we have 
departments of "temperanceliterature," 
the "suppression of impure literature," 
and that of "influencing the press"— 
what a potent.factor in all moral reforms 
is the press of our country, eijualing, if 
not surpassing, the pulpit in its far- 
reaching influence. We tmst that the 
columns of our daily papers may be 
open to us, through which tempei'ance 
teaching may be disseminated to the 
readers thereof, and how important it is 
that publishers of newspapers 
shall 
understand that it is inconsistent with 
honorable journalism to admit to their 
advertising columns that which they in- 
veigh against editorially. 
Then there 
ai-e the departments of prisons and po- 
lice stations, the hospitals, infirmaries, 
reformatories, the work among soldiers, 
evangelistic and social purity work, state 
and county fairs, legislation and petition 
depurtment of franchise, &o., &o., up to 
more than forty different lines of work, 
none of them important, but where 
there are so few interested it will be 
utterly impossible to take up only those 
which seem to us preeminently im- 
portant. There is a department how- 
ever, not yet mentioned, which must 
not be neglected. I refer to the "Work 
Among Foreigners." Many of them 
otnne to us with drink habits already 
fastened upon t^em, and seeming to 
be entirely ignorant of the deleterious 
effects of 
they call the lighter 


drinks of which beer is the principal. 
They have not learned that beer is the 
most brutalizing and disease producing 
of all drinks, so that if oiu' whole time 
was spent in educating the foreigners of 
our city in the principles of true tem- 
perance, possibly we should acoompliah 
more thioi 
taking up any other one 
line of work, always excepting the

It has been estimated that an average 
of five feet of water falls annually over 
the whole earth.
